On the main floor 
are ten single-phase transformers 
3.133 .kilowatts each, which are for 
stepping up the voltage from 6,600 
volts to 44,000 volts, at which pressure 
the current is transmitted to Chatta- 
nooga. 

The transmission line consists of two 
8-wire circuits of hard-drawn copper 
cables one-half inch in diameter, sup- 
ported on pin-type insulators on heavy 
steel towers, spaced, on an average, 
about 600 feet apart. The line is 18 
miles long from the power house to the 
sub-station in Chattanooga. It crosses 
the Tennessee river twice, with spans 
1,400 feet and 1,486 feet long, on tow- 
ers 200 feet high. The right-of-way 
is 1,500 feet wide, and is cleared of all 
trees and buildings. All land was pur- 
chased outright, and it was not neces- 
sary, in a single instance, to resort to 
condemnation proceedings. 

The sub-station in Chattanooga has 
a capacity of 40,000-horse power. It is 
a steel and concrete structure, simialr 
to the power house, and contains the 
transformers for stepping down the 
voltage from 40,000 to 4,000 an@ 2,300 
volts, at which voltage the power will 
be distributed to power users. The 
sub-station is at the end of a private 
right-of-way 150 feet wide and half a 
mile tong from the river.

The lock is also of cyclopean con- 
crete, with walls much higher than 
the dam. It is 60 feet wide and 300 
feet long inside the gates, and is re- 
marKable for the great size and height 
of the downstream gates, which are 59 
feet high, the highest single lift in 
the world.

William I of Orange, one of the wisest 


and most humane sovereigns of that name, 


like all rulers who have struggled for the 
upbuilding of his country and his. people, 
was the subject of many plots and counter- 
pilots against his life. Eventually the con- 
spirators succeeded, but they had failed so 
often that it would seem as if his was & 
charmed life, and that he was passing along 
under the special protection of Providence. 
William of Orange was born in 1533, and 
it was not until 1568 that he entered upon 
that miserable period of the second half of 
his life eventually led up to his as- 
sassination. The first material attempt on 
his life was not, however, until 1582, when 
Juan Jaureguy, a young man in the employ 
of a Spanish merchant of Antwerp, and a 
religious fanatic, fired a pistol shot at the 
prince which came very near killing him. 
The ball entered the head under the right 
ear, passed through the roof of the mouth, 
breaking several teeth, and came out under 
the left jawbone. For a while the prince’s 
life was despaired of, but he finally rallied 
and recovered. His would-be assassin was 
immediately killed, and his accomplices,. as 
many of them as could be apprehended, were 
publicly strangled and quartered.

It is also stated that Philip of Spain 
had, in 1580, at the advice of Granvella, put 
a price of 25,000 gold crowns on William's 
head. Whether it was this vast sum that 
tempted Gerard, or the royal reward prom- 
ised by the Duke of Parma, or whether he 
was acting under the direction of some 
prominent religious order, has never heen 
fully ascertained. Had he made his escape 
he would no doubt have been liberally 
warded by all of the enemies of William the 
Silent. 

. Gerard had made his preparations for 
the murder with considerable circumspec- 
tion. These preparations were very similar 
to those which Wilkes Booth made for his 
escape after the murder of Abraham Lin- 
coln, and just like Booth, Gerard stumbled 
and fell in making his escape and hurt him- 
self, and this led to his arrest. 

When the assassin's hand cut short the 
life of the Prince of Orange, he had not com- 
pleted the great work for which: he had 
toiled, fought, suffered and died. But part 
of that work had been done, and it had 
been done so well and so thvuroughly, that 
the republic stood on a firm foundation 
ready to receive the other provinces which 
were still in the power of Spain as a fit- 
ting superstructure. For this reason history 
recognizes William the Silent as the founder 
of the Dutch republic and of the independ- 
ence of the United Provinces. 

Gerard was s® quickly put to death fol- 
lowing his assassination of William, that it 
was not possible to ascertain from him for 
whom he was acting, and he claimed to have 
been moved merely by a devoted loyalty 
to his faith and king, and that reason is 
assigned by some historians for his having 
endured the torments of a barbarous death 
with supreme courage and resignation. 

William, however, had the satisfaction 
of Knowing before he died that the cause 
for which he had endured so much and 
Striven so hard had survived many dangers 
and had acquired strength to offer success- 
ful resistance to the overwhelming power of 
King Philip. The fight made by William the 
Silent is in strong contrast to that made 
by George Washington for our country, and 
if monuments of foreign statesmen and 
rulers are to be erected on American soil, 
no fitter and no worthier man can be found 
for that honor than William I, Prince of 
Orange.

Only One Living Rival. 

Corinth in fact has only cne 
rival. and that is Stuck, of Munich. But 
Stuck is always world-remote, weird in 
coloring, unhealthy in subject, fantas- 
tic in treatment, and sympolical: while 
Corinth is earthy; he reeks of last 
Prussia: o* its stout beeves and stouter 
wives. He is the farmer-butcher- 
artist: with a rough vital poetry which 
you find only in reality; and a reality 
which you find oniy in strong natures 
imbued with the poetry of everyday 
life. a 

No painter anywhere excels Corinth 
either in the multiplicity of his sub- 
jects or the variety of his mediums of 
treatment. In one realistic, Prussian 
way, he has painted the classical and 
mythological world, Bible stories, por- 
traits, genre, “Nature Morte,” history, 
landscapes, interior, flvywers, He has 
even done decorative work; the finest 
specimen is his “Birth of Venus,” 
painted during his second. stay in 
Munish. He is sketcher, painter, etch- 
er, and book-illustrator; and he ar- 
sisted as stage decorator at the birth 
of the theatrical enterprises of his 
friend, Reinhardt. Corinth is also an 
author. In 1910 appeared his mon»>- 
graph on his dead friend, Leitstikow, 
which is practically a history and a 
defense of the seccession revolt. He 
has published under a pseudonym a 
book of “Legends from Artistic Life,” 
which is full of himself, his obDserva- 
tions, his struggles. The books show 
Corinth as a fighter. They show as 
well as his paintings other Prussian 
characteristics; a bullish  self-confi- 
dence; grim realistic humor; and a 
minute attention to the little but sig- 
nificant things of life.

Berlin, November 8.—Louis Corinth, 
thought by some of the critics to be 
Germany’s greatest painter, is in dire 
distress. The great Secession gallery 
in Kurfuerstendamm, W., of which he, 
Max Slevogt and Max Liebermann, are 
leading lights, has broken suddenly in 
twain; rival secessions are being 
formed: and, aS alwavs in German art 
quarrels, slander actions are coming. 
lt all arose because the secession 
judges would not hang some bad pic- 
tures—and some good ones—and be- 
cause it chose, as this year’s president, 
Herr Paul Cassirer, who is a dealer in 
pictures and patron of secessionist 
painters, but himself no painter at all. 
And all this weighs heavily on Corinth, 
who has till lately himself been the 
secession'’s vice president, and for vears 
has been its heart and soul. 

At this blow to the secession respect- 
able citizens, from Kaiser Wilhelm 
down,, are highly pleased.

Berlin, November 8.—‘Emperor Wil- 
liam should a his son. the crown 
rince, and shut him up in a fortress,” 
s the drastic remedy suggested by 
Berlin weekly as the best solution 
the situation created by the crown 
prince in taking a stand against the 
emperor in the matter of the accession 
of Prince Ernest August of Cumber- 
land to the throne of Brunswick. 

The editor's suggestion recalis the 
fact that Frederick the Great, when 
crown prince, was actually arrested 
and kept under strict surveillance by 
his father, King Frederick William [., 
and that the old emperor, William L., 
wished to send son, later Emperor 
Frederick, to a fortress cell. The pres- 
ent conflict between father and son is, 
in fact, an old Hohenzollern tradition 
that has been handed down with strik- 
ing regularity from one generation of 
the dynasty to the next. These con- 
flicts have, however, iost mich of their 
sharpness. Nevertheless, it is only 
sixty-three years since it old em- 
peror William, at a time when he was 
still heir apparent to the throne of 
Prussia, flung his sword to the ground 
before his brother, King Frederick 
William I1V., with the bitter remar 
“Nobody can honorably ser longer 
under you.’ Hardly ten years had 
elapsed when William himself, then 
king of Prussia, found his own son, 
afterwards Emperor Frederick, at va- 
riance with him and siding with the 
diet in refusing to make heavy mili- 
tary appropriations. 

It was a well-known fact 
present emperor himself was, during 
the brief hundred days’ reign of ‘is 
dying father, vigorously opposed to 
him in many of his measures, and Wil- 
liam did not hesitate to show this by 
a complete change of policies as soon 
es he ascended the threne.

it is in need of medical care. 

A baby comes into the world sleepy. 
If well and left to his own devices, he 
sleeps twenty-two hours out of every 
twenty-four during the first few 
weeks of his life. The mother who in- 
terrupts his slumber to cuddle him or 
show him off is endangering his 
health, and her future peace of mind. 

Take a lesson from puppies and kit- 
tens. They sleep day and night. The 
wise mother dogs and cats do not

for feeding, it is apt to sleep many 
hours. This is nature's warning to 
mothers that new-born babies need 
just three things, warmth, food, sleep. 
And for the future good of the house- 
hold, the greatest of these is sleep and 
the habit of sleeping. When a new- 
born baby is permitted to sleep and 
trained to sleep, the family and house- 
hold routine is not disturbed. 


The healthy baby starts life by sleep- 
ing three hours, and then waking to 
be fed. If the quality of the breast 
milk or bottle milk fed him is sustain- 
ing and satisfying, the three hour in- 
terval is correct. If the milk is not 
quite heavy enough, he may wake at 
intervals of two hours and a half, but 
no baby should be fed oftener than 
once in two hours. If he does not 
sleep in stretches of two hours, there 
something wrong with his general 
health or the quality of the milk he 
takes, 

For two or three months, the baby 
varies this monotony of eating and 
sleeping only by an enforced daily 
bath and an occasional crying spell. 
Some babies drop right off to sleep 
after being fed, others cry a little. 
Moderate crying does not hurt a baby 
nor indicate a serious condition. It is 
about the only form of exercise he has, 
and, in moderation, is good for his 
lungs. But if his sleep is badly broken 
and his crying is shrill and prolonged, 
his digestion is probably at fault. 

If the baby wakes up inside of two

hours, and there is no evidence of ill- 
health or discomfort, the mother should:| 
let him wait, even if he cries until the | 
two-hour limit is up. This period she 
Can gradually increase to two hours 
and a half, and then to three hours. 
The healthy baby is easily trained. 

Of course, a dimpled, rosy baby is a 
Sreat temptation to the mother, espe- 
cially while she is lying restfully in 
bed, with a nurse in attendance. It is 
so delightful to snuggle the baby 
against her, to cuddle his tiny fists, to 
smooth his soft cheek, his silky hair. 
But just the same, every time baby's 
sleep is interrupted by these maternal 
pettings, mother is laying foundations ' 
for future trouble. When she is up and 
about, with no nurse to relieve her and 
household duties to perform, she will 
wish that she had trained baby to 
sleep to the limit of his desires and 
inclinations. 

At the third month, the baby begins 
to take notice of what goes on around 
him and will lie awake a little longer 
between naps. If undisturbed, how- 
ever, he will soon drop off asleep of his 
own sweet will. 

At six months he sleeps from 6 
o'clock to 6, straight through the’ 


In clear weather he may be snuggled 
up in his carriage and set out of doors 
in a corner screened from draught or 
direct rays of the sun for both his 
morning an dafternoon naps. At. 6 
o'clock he should be undressed, made 
perfectly comfortable, fed and then 
laid down on a firm hair mattress 
without a pillow, to go to sleep with- 
out further attention Do not form 
the hawrit of singing a baby to sleep 
or nolding his tiny hand till he drops 
off. There will come evenings when 
vou are too tirea to sing, or there will 
be other work for your busy hands tv 
do—and baby, not. understanding, will 
raise his voice in protest. 

From birth the baby should sleep 
alone, in a dark room well ventilated. 
Raby xXnows no.fear and needs r» 
light. Neither .dves he need the 
warmth of an adult body. There have 
been sad tragedies of babies smothered 
by tired mothers, too heavy with sleep 
to know they had rolled over 
tiny, helpless form. There have 
other cases where babies permitted 
sleep with adults, afflicted with chronic 
disease, have contracted the ailment 
and died.

The modern mother does not take 
the chance. She supplies fresh air to 
her baby from birth. The tle crib 
should not stand in a draveht, but the 
window should be dropped from the top 
raised from the bottom to create 
a current of fresh, pure air. The eritb, 
with its little sleeper, may be protected 
by screens, . 

Above all things, do not start your 
baby’s sleeping habits with the warn- 
ing—"“Hush!’ Have the room in whier 
he sleeps as free from your 
household habits will permit. and de 
not permit other members of the fam- 
ily to disturb him unnecessarily, but 
when he is asleep on the second floor, 
do not demand that everybody tiptoe 
and speak in whispers on the ground 
floor. temember a healthy baby is not 
anervcus invalid whose “nerves” must 
be saved in every possible way. Take 
it for granted that he was sent into 
the world with sound nerves and a 
normal appetite for sleep as well‘as 
food. 

The baby’s habits of steep are regu- 
lated largely by his physieal comfort, 
and this in turn is dependent wpoon the 
way in which he is clethed. So the 
next talk on Babyology will deal ex- 
clusively with clothes for the baby. 
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
